JUDGES BLAND AND BOND FEEL

Judge Biggs Filed a Dissenting Opin- 
ion That Hurt Their Feelings With- 
out Warning Them of It and 
They Respond. 


Judges Bland and Bond of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals have fallen out with their 
associate, Judge Biggs, over a cow case. 
They claim that he did not exercise the 


proper courtesy toward them in filing his 
dissenting opinion in the case of Henry 

Wasson against John J. McCook, receiver 
of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad. 

They filed a supplemental opinion Tues- 
day, declaring that Judge Biggs had not 
acted in a becoming Manner ae a Judge of 
the Cgurt of ot ae and arrainging him 
for what they claimed was his lack of con- 
sideration, 

The disputed case was decided last week, 
Judges Bond and Bland concurring in the

of the railway company. Judge Biggs filed 
a dissenting opinion, holding that the plain- 
tiff ought to have damages, as the facts 
made a strong showing in his favor. He 
claimed that the majority of the Court 
had not found the facts properly and add- 
ed that while Judges frequently differ on 
the law and its application, they should 
never differ on the facts.

WASHINGTON, May %.—Washington’s 
peace jubilee was inaugurated at sunr.se 
to-day by a national salyte of 13 guns from 
the Dolphin, anchored off the Navy Yard, 
and by the chime of bells and sound of 
steam whistles all over the city. The day 
had been declared a half-holiday in the 
departments, and the employes of nearly 
all the bureaus were released at moon, the 
hour being marked by.a salute of 45 guns. 
The first day’s festivities are to be marked 
by a parade comprising all the regular 
army and naval organ‘zations stationed in 
and around Washington, together with the 
District of Columbia Volunteers, the Dela- 
ware National Guard, the Chinese Naval 
Reserve of Philadelphia, the Veterans of 
the Grand Army and the Fourth and Ninth 
United States Volunteer Regiments (im- 
munes). The day, which opened bright and 
prom.sing, became heavily overcast at noon, 
and the guns had scarcely finished the na- 
tional salute before there was a down- 
pour. of rain that plastered the bunting 
decorations flat against the house fronts 
and the crowds which had just begun to 
eather on the streets hurriedly sought shel- 
er. .

DISCUSSING GOVERNMENT PLAN 


AGUINALDO’S ENVOYS ROYALLY 
ENTERTAINED AT MANILA. 


Prof. Schurman Is Confident That the 
Natives Will Surrender and Ac- 
cept the Offer Made by 
the Commission.

MANILA, May 28, 6:15 p. m.—The Filipino 
Commissioners spent the day at the resi- 
dence of the American Commissioners. 
They discussed every point of the scheme 
of government ang the peace proclama- 
tion detals, asking for information as to 
what_personal rights would be guaranteed 


them, 
Col. Charles Denby Of the American Com- 


miseion explained that they would be the 
same as under the United States Consti- 
tution. The Filipinos also desired informa- 
tion as to the schoo] system to be estab- 
lished and approved of the American ,pol- 
icy of the separation of church and te, 
They chiefly objected to the scheme on the 
ground that it gave them personal |iber- 
tv, which they know they would have, but 
did not give them political liberty. 

Finally, the Filipinos said they were per- 
sonally pleased with the plan, but could 
not indoree it gg f 

During the day the Fili 
ers calied upon Major-General 
they will repeat thetr call to-morrow. 
There is much comment here on the out- 
ing the Filipino envoys are enjoying. They

Gen. Otis from ante-bellum experience 
and owing to the Filipinos’ fondness of dis- 
cussion bas maintairred the attitude he as- 
sumed with the first commission. He has 
had no offer to make the Filipinos save 
they lay down their arms without 
terms. The army believes that if we intend 
to remain in the Philippine Islands it wiil 
be cheaper in the long run to whip the in- 
surgents so thoroughly that they will be 
glad of the opportunity to surrender, rather 
than parley with them and make terms 
which they would construe as a compre- 
mise. The army fs also of the opinion that 
while the first course may cost more men 
and more money in the: beginning, than 
the latter, it will prove an effectual damper 
upon future insurrections, whereas, if the 
war is ended by a compromise. the profes- 
sional revolutionists among the Tagals may 
be encouraged to try again in a few years. 

Prof. Schurman, speaking of the commis- 
sion’s policy, said: ‘“‘I belleve force was 
necessary, because they thought us weak- 
lings and cowards; but I believe also that 
conciliation should accompany foree. My 
endeavor has been, ever since I came here, 
to exercise conciliation.” 

The professor is most optimistic as to the 
results of the negotiations and believes the 
scheme of government proposed by the 
United States commission wWill ultimately 
be adopted. 

Rostario. a Filipino Congressman,wealthy 
resident of Manila. and fermerly Aguinal- 
do’s Commissary Gereral, accompanied by 
an insurgent Captain, ealled upon Maj. 
Gen. Otis to-day and announced .that, “We 
dei#ire to surrender our persons and prop- 
‘erty into the hands of the Americans.” 

The surender was arranged by Chaplain 
Pierce, of the Fourteenth Regiment, who 
knéw Rostario before the war. Rostario 
corresponded in cipher with Gen. Luna, s0 
the had been closely watched by the offi- 
cials at Tarlac since the insurrection has 
been weskening. Rostario only escaped 
by persuading Gen. Luna to send him’ on 
a secret mission to Manila for the purpose 
of collecting funds, With the Captain, 
ten men and their families, Rostario trav- 
eled at night through swamps and moun- 
tains, passed the lines of both armies, and 
entered Manile last evening. H e has been 
liberated on parole. 

According to the story told by Rostario, 
Gen. Luna isabsolute dictator and Aguinaldo 
fears him. Every Filipinoleader suspects 
the others of treachery. 

The recent meeting of the Filipino Con- 
gress was to secure a new cabinet, and the 
question of peace was not formally con- 
sidered, as the members feared Gen. isna’s 
displeasure. The Filipino Government was 
unable to sectre a secretary of the treas- 
ury. All those who were offered the port- 
folio declined to accept it. 

Maj. Bell, with two companies of the 
Fourth Cavalry, has been reconnoitering in 
the direction of Santa Arita. He found 100 
Filipinos there, and was Criving them away 
when large reinforcements of rebels ar- 
rived and he was obliger to withdraw 
with four men wounded. , 

A raft carrying soldiers of the Fourteent 
Regiment has been sunk at the Pasig ferry. 
One man was drowned.

Record of the Steamer as a Liner and 
Warship and Description of the 
Dangerous Spot Where She 
Lies on the Rocks. 


FALMOUTH, England,

AN EVENTFUL HISTORY. 


The Peris as a Fleet Liner and as a 
Warship. 

The steamship Paris, although she has 
been afloat less than eight years, has had 
an eventful history. First as the City of 
Paris it made records for speed in ocean 


crossing which were sources of pride to fits 
owners. 

Then, rechristened as the Paris, {it flew 
the Stars and Stripes and sailed under 
American papers. Transferred to the Gov- 
ernment in time of war, it became a 
cruiser, known as the Yale, and able to 
render ths Government the greatest of 
service as scout and dispatch boat. Finally, 
almost immediately upon its return into 
passenger service, after havin& been com- 
pletely refitted, it fell a victim to what 
seems to have been the merest accident off 
the Cornish coast. 

The Paris was launched in Glasgow, Scot- 
land, October 23, 1891. J. and G. Thompson 
were the builders, and the International 
Navigation Co., the present owners, ordered 
the construction. he dimensions of the 
vessel are: Length on the water line, 623 
feet; length over all, 560 feet; breadth, 63% 
feet; moided depth, 42 feet; gross tonnage, 
10,800 tons; net tonnage, 6289 tons. Siem--ne- 
Martin steel was employed in the construc- 
tion of the outer shell, and the vessel was 
given a complete double bottom. The Paris 
carries three masts and is equipped with 
two screws. The gepeed is 21 knots an hour. 
-verything possible was done to give the 
oat the finest of accommodations for the 
traveling public. 

The first trip of the steamer was a great 
success. The record from Queenstown to 
New York was broken, the new time es- 
tablished by the Paris being 5 days, 16 
hours and 48 minutes. The best single 
day's run of the Teutonia was beaten by 
the Paris on this maiden trip, and a better 
hourly average was made than had ever 
been made before. 

In 1888 there was an explosion on the 
vessel which disabled the machinery and 
made the anip drift in dangerous fashion 
for several days. Finally the Paris was 
sighted and towed into Queenstown with all 
safe on board.

When tugs came 
out from Queenstown to tow the disabled 
ship in, the Post-Dispatch representative 
chartered one of these speedy boats and 
landing at Queenstown several hours ahead 
of the arrival of the Paris cabied the full 
story to his paper. 
The last regular trip made by the Paris, 
just prior to the breaking out of the war, 
was perhaps the most exciting of which 
her crew can tell. Loaded with a valuable 
cargo of guns and ammunition, the boat 
presented a rich prize to the Spaniards, and 
sO little was known of the weakness of the 
Spanish fleet that great fear was felt that 
an effort would be made to capture the 
Paris on her way over. For that reason 
Capt. Watkins steered out of his usual 
course and spent a longer time than usual 
in the passage. The arrival in New York 
was the signal for a lively celebration. 
Then came the transfer of the vessel to 
the Government and the rechristening with 
the name Yale. The work of arming and 
refitting was hurriedly pushed along. 
Twenty-four guns were put in position, 
among them being the two given by friends 
of Yale University and christened Hand- 
some Dan and Old Eli. A fine set of colors 
also came from Yale alumn}, and a number 
of Yale men enlisted and were assigned to 
the newly converted cruiser. 
Yandell Henderson of Yale was appointed 
an ensign and assigned to the cruiser. The 
officers and crew of the boat all took ser- 
vice, not as formally enlisted men, but as 
if signed with the transatlantic line for the 
usual crulse. There was too little time for 
a formal enlistment. Capt. W. C. Wise, 
U.. 8. N., was put in command, and Lieut. 
Keys was his executive officer, but these 
were the only officers from the regular 
navy. 
[t was the second day of May last year 
when the Yale sailed out of New York har- 
bor on her hunt for the Spanish. Then be- 
gan some fine days of excitement in service 
as scout, transport and dispatch boat. The 
watch for the elusive Spanish fleet was 
nevef for a minute relaxed. For a week 
or more the Yale hung around the coast of 
Porto Rico, making complete circults of 
the island, and once or twice going to St. 
Thomas for communication with Washing- 
ton. Sunday, May &8, fiving the British fla 
and displaying the signals of the City o 
Rome, the Yale passed so close under the 
guns of San Juan that a single shot could 
have sunk her had her identity been 
known. 
Hardly out of the harbor of San Juan 
the Yale took her first prize, the Rita, 
bound from Liverpool to San Juan, Seized 
as a blockade runner, the Rita was put in 
charge of a prize crew and sent to Charles- 
ton. Two days later another attempt was 
made to inspect the San Juan fortifica- 
tions, but this time fire was opened aeee 
the Yale and a war vessel sent out after 
her. 
The Yale sai'ed away, and sailed so fast 
that the Spaniard was soon lost sight of. 
After other minor adventures the Yale re- 
turned to Hampton Roads, where three 
weeks were apent in refitting, unti] the 
vessel had been made one of the most 
formidable commerce destroyers on the 
seas. With steering gear and engines be- 
low the water line and with coal capac- 
ity enough to permit a trip to Europe, 
three weeks in European waters and a 
return home without recoaling, and with 
good batterics, the Yale was in a position 
to do immense damage to the commerce 
of a hostile power. Although not armored, 
the arrangement of the water-tight com- 
partments was considered so effective that 
many shots would be needed to disable the 
boat. 
While in Government service the Yale 
brought an income of $2500 a day to her 
owners. On Aug. 31 she was released by 
the Government, and the work of re- 
fitting her for passenger service was quick- 
ly completed, The past spring the Yale, 
now with her former name, Paris, was 
sent back into Cuban waters with a par- 
ty of excursionists on board, among them 
being John Sherman. 


CANNON AS SOUVENIRS. 


The War Department Has 140 Pieces 
to Give Away. 

WASHINGTON, May 23.--The War De- 
partment is [n possession of about 140 pleces 
of artillery, captured or surrendered as a 
result of the war with Spain. Many appli- 
catins have been received at the depart- 
ment for the loan or gift of these guns, 
and a few of them have been granted, The 
act of Congress under which the distribu- 
tion is made sanctions such loans or gifts 
only to G. A. R. posts, soldiers’ memoria! 
associations and municipalities The de- 
partment is not yet settled in the accept- 
ance of Gen, Otis’ decision that the Span- 
ish Government is entitled to all of the 
cannon in the Philippines outside of those 
brought in by the American Army. The 
paragraph in the peace treaty reiating to 
the ownership of this artillery admits of 
a double construction, but the welght of 
opinion in the department is that the 
United States is at least entitled to the pos- 
session of the guns captured and surren- 
= before the signing of the peace pro- 
tocol. 

This would include the batteries at Ca- 
vite, Corregidor Island, at the mouth of 
Manila Bay, and probably those in the for- 
tifications of Manila itself.

LAW ON BANKRUPTCY 
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1 FIRST DECISION RENDERED UN- 
DER THE PRESENT MEASURE. 


THE DENIAL OF INSOLVENCY. 


Supreme Court Rules It Is Not War- 
ranted as a fense to a 
Petition. 


‘WASHINGTON, D. C., May %.—-The 
United States Supreme Court rendered the 
first decision given by it bearing upon the 
present pankruptcy law. The opinion was 
announced by Justice White in the case of 
the George West Company vs. Lea Bros., 
(on certificate from the United States Cir- 
Court of Appeals for the Fourth Cir- 


‘uit. 
The decision was on a question certified 
follows: 

‘As a deed of general assignment for the 
; benefit of creditors is made ‘wy the bank- 
‘'ruptcy act alone sufficient to justify an ad- 
' 
judication in voluntary bankruptcy against 
the debtor making such deed, without ref- 
erence to his solvency at the time of the 
filing of the petition. the denial of insol- 
vency, by way of defence to a petition 
based upon the making of a deed of general 
assignment, is not warranted by the bank- 


ruptcy law.”’ 

In an opinion handed down by Judge 
Shiras the court confirmed the opinion of 
the Circult Court of Appeals for the Second 
Circult dn the case of K. K. Hayden, re- 
ceiver of the Capital National Bank of Lin- 
coln, Neb... versus the Chemical National 
Bank of New York. 

The contention of Mr. Hayden was that 
he had a right to recover on behalf of the 
Nebraska bank on remittances made to the 
New York bank which were en route when 
the Nebraska concern failed. The decision 
in this court, as in that below, was adverse 
to this claim.

PINGREE MAY POOL INTERESTS 
WITH THE SECRETARY. 


McMillan Is Losing No Sleep and His 
Friends in Detroit Are Oiling 
the Machine With the Con- 
tents of His Ample 
Barrel. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Secretary of 
War Alger gave to the Post-Dispatch to- 
day the first authorized statement of his 
position in the Michigan Senatorial fight. 
Rumors have been circulated by the friends 
of Senator McMillan for several days to 


the effect that Secretary Alger would not 
be a candidate for the Senate from the 
State of Michigan. 

The Secretary of War has, however, re- 
frained from discussing these rumors, ex- 
cept with a few personal and ~»political 
friends, 

To-day the Secretary made the following 
statement to the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent: 

“When I entered the race for the Sen- 
atorship, it was with the intention of re- 
maining. I will not now withdraw. There 
has been some talk of a conference between 
Senator McMillan and myself, and I have 
no dobt that it will be arranged within a 
few days I shall remain in the race to the 
end. I can not see any reason for with- 
drawing.”’ 

Secretary Alger intends to force the issue 
and to make a fight to secure his election 
by the Leetslature. He is now an avowed 
candidate who will use all possible efforts 
to make a successful race. 

While the Administration has not as yei 

een drawn directly into the Senatorial 
fight, it is fully believed that al) its pow- 
erful influence will be brought to bear. 

It is understood here that Sécretary Al- 
ger and Gov. Pingree have formed a com- 
bination which wil! work harmoniously. 

Secretary Alger took no part in the elec- 
tion of Senator Burrows. This was done 
by Senator McMillan, who controlled the 
Legislature. 

10OVe Pingree has several times been a 
guest of Secretary Alger in this city, and 
with the support of the Administration and 
the Governor, there is little doubt that Sec- 
retary Alger can be elected. 

There have been no new developments in 
the situation, as both sides are apparently 
waiting. 

Secretary Alger in discussing his candi- 
dacy said that he did not care to have a 
controversy over the matter, but clearly 
indicated his firm intention of making a 
fight for the Senatorship. ' 

Democrats here are speculating on the

W’MILLAN SLEPS WELL. 


His Friends Not Alarmed Over Alger’s 
Candidacy. : 

DETROIT, Mich., May 23.—United States 
Senator James McMillan is not only not 
losing any sleep over the political condi- 
tions in which he is so prominent a figure, 
but he declines wholly to deprive himself 
of the pleasures so numerous about the 
Grosse Pointe Farms. He passed tne fore- 
noon at his office in the Union Trust Co. 
bullding, but the afternoon—well, it is quite 
well understood thut the Senator ts skillful 
as well as ardent in his devotion to golf, 
and that the links out Grosse Pointe way 
are in excellent condition. 

During the forenoon the Senator was vis- 
ited by numerous well-known politicians, 
among them being State Senators Atwood, 
Sayre, Jones and Baker, and by Gen. 
White and Gen, Marsh. Just what was the 
purpose, variously, of the several visitors, 
may not be known because the gentlemen 
themselves Uecline to discuss the matter, 
vhile Senator McMillan is not voluble in 
that direction. 

‘It is useless to attempt to get details,’ 
said one of the trusted Heutenants of the 
McMillan forces, ‘“‘because, really there is 
nothing to tell that is not thoroughly un- 
derstood by the public. As every Repub- 
lican in Michigan now knows, there is or 
was a danger of serious disruption in the 
Republican party in the State.

COURT ENTERS FINAL DECREE.

By its terms the company has five years 


‘in which to dispose of its outside holdings, 


that period being considered by Attorney- 
General Akin of Illinois, the ‘‘reasonablie 
time’ provided for in the recent Supreme 
Court decision. VYhe decree is a lengthy 
one of 6) typewritten pages. By it the Pull- 
man Palace Car Co. has five years in 
which to dispose of the 1200 residences 
in the model town, the 16 acres of vacant 
lots in the town, the 3 acres of sireets, 
alleys and parks, the gas, water and sew-e 
erage works, the hotel Florence, two 
churches, the theater, the arcade bullding 
and the market hall, 

The company !s given one year in which 
to cease to exercise all munictpal func- 
tions, that is, the operating of water, gas, 
steam end sewerage plants. Within one 
year also it must dispose of the Pullman 
Iron and Steel Co. 

The company will retain its car shops 
and surrounding 110 acres of ground, office 
building at Michigan avenue and Adems 
etreet, % acres of land on the Belt Rail- 
road and 5 acres of land north of Pullman, 
held for extension purposes. 

The company no longer owns the brick 
yard, the Southern Palace Car Co., the 
Union Foundry and Wheel Co. and 173 
acres of land near Lake Calumet. 

The brick yard passed out of the hands 
of the Pullman Co. a year ago. The land 
south of Pullman was disposed of last 
summer to a syndicate which has plans 
for the erection of industrial concerns 
thereon. The Union Foundry Co. and the 
Southern Palace Car Co. stock was dis- 
posed of some time since,

Thie fear, I venture to say, &# entirely 
groundless in this era of prosperity for 
the trusta. 

About one-third of our farm mortgages 
are now held in Purope. The interest on 
these must be paid, if not in grain, then 
in gokl, or in some other co y. But 
whatever it ts paid in it will go a great 
way toward making the balance of trade 
in our favor. 

Then Andrew Carnegie with his income 
of $20,000 a day will spend the greeter ers 
of his time on his estate in Scotland. at 
will necessitate the sending of $230,000 a day 
in some form of labor product to Burope. 
This will help some in preserving our bal- 
ance of trade. 

Indeed, when you consider the rapidiy 
increasing number of rich Americans who 
live in Europe and draw their sustenance 
from American labor, when you consider 
that American securities of all sorts are 
largely held in Burope and almost never 
do you find Buropean securities held in 
America, it seems impossible that the bal- 
ance of trade could ever turn against us.

no defense, but T. Griswoki Comstock needs 
to be taught some logic, history and Catho- 
lic doctrine, before he can qualify as a

In the first place, T. Griswold Comstock 
is illogical. He iavs down his proposition at 
the head of his letter—“attention called to 
the papal sanction of Napoleon's divorce.” 
He is therefore committed to prove that 
Napoleon's divorce was sanctioned by the 
Pope. Dies he prove it? t us gee. He 
states that Napoleon divorced himself from 
Josephine by a An ing decree, and after- 
wards married Maria Loulsa, Archduchess 
of Austria; that the divorce was recognized 
by the Catholic Church, and that the subse- 
quent marriage ceremony was performed by 
the Archbishop of Vienna “in the Church 
of the Augustines, with great pomp, etc.”’ 

If for the time being I grant him what 
he says, how does he arrive at the conclu- 
sion that Napoleon’s divorce from Joseph- 
ine and his marriege to Maria Louisa re- 
ceived Papal sanction and was recognized 
by the Catholic Church, because the Arch- 
bishop of Vienna performed the ceremony, 
and some dignitaries were present? I am 
sure T. Griswold Comstock knows what 
papel sanction means. If he does, by what 
aw of logic does he conclude that the 
marriage of Napoleon to Maria Lou‘sa re- 
ceived papal sanction because it received 
the sanction of the Archbishop of Vienna 
and a few dignitaries. This is pretty 
‘fierce’ logic. 

He also asserts that the Catholic Church 
recognized the divorce of Napoleon from 
Josephine, because the dlocesan tribunal of 
Paris recognized it. Another piece of 
“flerce” logic. According to this method 
of reasoning here are a few legitimate con- 
clusions: ‘ 

I, Recently a negro was burned at the 
stake by an enraged mob in Georgia; 
therefore, the United States recognises and 
encourages the burning of negroes. 

Il. Recently a naval officer ridiculed the 
Kaiser of Germany; therefore, President 
McKinley ridiculed the Kaiser. 

Ill. If my memory serves me right, T. 
Griswold Comstock is a physician. Dr. 
Comstock injures a patient; therefore, the 
Medical Society of which he is a member 
ingjured the patient. 

Overybody cah see the false conclusions 
deduced, but they are legitimate cunclu- 
sions If we use the loose method of reason- 
ing penpeapes by Dr. Comstock, who seems 
to think that the action of one or a few 
members of a corporaté body is the action 
of that body itself. 

So granting all Dr. Cotmetock says he 
still falls to prove his proposition, that the 
divorce of Napoleon from Josepline was 
sanctioned by the Pope or recognized by 
the Catholic Church. 

In the second place, Dr. Comstock ts not 
pietersonty well informed. I deny most 
emphatically that either the Pope or the 
Catholic Chureh ever aNowed, recognized 
or sanctioned the divorce of Napoleon. Na-

f they were ever allowed thelr natural life. 

These seven pr lates déclared that the 
tribunal of Paris had 


urisdiction and the 
tribunal granted the divorce. It might be 
well to say right here that these seven, pre- 
lates were the ones who afterward declared 
null and vold. the excommunication 
launched against Napoleon by Plus VII. 

This tribunal was net the Pope nor was 
it the Catholic Church, and they coyld give 
decrees without end, but they sould never 
disselye a Christian marriage. Napoleon 
never asked the Pope to eganction hs di- 
vorece. He asked for the same thing for 
his brother Jerome, and Pius VII. showed 
him what étuff Popes are made of when it 
ecmes to “putting asunder what God has 
joined together.” I defy Dr, Comstock to 
show one instance where a Roman Pentiff 
declared a consummated Christian marraige 
null and vold. 

So much for the divorce. I also deny 
that the Pope or the Catholic Church rati- 
fied or sanctioned the marriage of Napol- 
eon with Maria Loulsa, I care not what 
was the pormp and splendor attendant at 
this matfriage. I care not how many bells 
were rung, how many torches were carried. 
how many cannons were shot off, or how 
many priests, bishops, prelates or digni- 
taries were présent, 6 Pius VII. was 
not there; he did not perform the ceremony 
and he never ganctioned it. Such pom 
and celebration do not constitute pap 
sanction, and the presence of prelates does 
not constitute recognition by the Catholic 
Church. Dr. Comstock must do consider- 
able studying before he will understand 
the Catholic Church and her constitution; 
but he knows enough to know that some 
bishops and dignitar‘es are not the Catho- 
lic Church, because he knows that a wiid 
mob in Georgia is not the United States. 

Pope Pius VII. was not a fool. If Dr. 
Comstock will read the Pope’s answer to 
Napoleon when the Empéror sought a di- 
voree for his brother Jerome, he will see 
the stand the Pope took. Then does he 
think the Pope would turn about and grant 
what he had just refueed In such vigorous 
language? Napoleon knew the cuaracte ef 
Pius Vil,, knew he could not get the Pon- 
tiff to grant his request, and that is just 
why he had his uncle, Cardinal Fesch and 
his Archchancellor Combaceres to engineer 
. aiveres through the diocesan tribunal of 

aris.

REPUBLICAN CAUCUS COMMIT- 
TEE DECIDES IN ITS FAVOR. 


BLOW AIMED AT GREENBACKS. 


Paper to Be Issued Only in Excharge 
for Gold and So Destroy the 
Endless Chain. 


WASHINGTON, May 2%.—Advocates of 
currency reform are somewhat disappoint- 
ed with the results of the deliberations of 
the Republican caucus committee, appoint- 
ed to formulate a legislative programme. 
It had been hoped that the members of 
this commission would agree upon a com- 
prehensive scheme of currency and bank 
reform that would command the support of 
the majority in each House of Congress. 

This committee was, however, confronted 
by the fact that whatever bill is carried 
through Congress must be put forward as 
a Republican party measure, and must 


have the support of practically the entire 
Republican membership in the House, 
where their majority is very small. 

There were disagreements among the 
members of the committee themselves, and 
even those who were prepares to indorse 
the principle of the Indianapolis plan were 
unable to get together as to detalils. The 
very moderate scheme agreed upon by the 
committeemen represents not only their 
judgment as to what they will be able to 
get through the House, but what they were 
able to ee upon themsejives. The pro- 
sramnme. however, is generally looked upon 
as a step in the right direction. 

It proposes to adopt definitely the gold 
standard by enacting into positive law what 
is now largely a matter of construction 
and precedent, and making all the obliga- 
tions of the country payable in gold on 
demand. The proposition to reissue green- 
backs only in exchange for gold will, If 
enacted, destroy the “endless chain’ and 
prevent the game greenbacks being used 
time after time to withdraw gold from tne 
Treasury. 

Only two propositions are made to in- 
crease the volume of national] bank circula- 
tion. It Is proposed to permit the banks to 
issue notes up to the par value of their 
bonds and io rmit the estabilshment of 
banks of $25. capital in smal! towns. It 
is expected Chat the first of these will lead 
to a considerable increase in national bank 
circulation, as it will tend to increase tne 
profits on pote issues. 

The p ed authorization of banks of 
small capital in small towns is to meet the 
cemplaint of communities in the South and 
West that ey are compelled te do their 
banking in the large cities, and that the 
profits on this business are withdrawn from 
their neighborhoods. 

There is no possibility of any ideal finan- 
cial i lation belng enacted by the Fif- 
ty-sixth Congress, and it is not improbable 
that even the moderate measure proposed 
by the caucus committee will fai).

HiS RESPECTS TO “ROASTERS.” 


Despite Previous Good Work Some of 
the St. Louis Players Were Guyed 
Unmercifully on Monday. 


There is nothing that succeeds like suc-

The players of the St. Louls Baseball 
Club were a great aggregation of stars in 
their way until they met the Bostons in 
League Park on Monday afternoon. 

Before that game was half. over the play- 
ers of the St. Louis team who have played 
such good ball since the season opened 
were hooted and jeered at by the very 
crowd who the day before had shouted for 
them, 


Some of the local players were guyed un- 
mercifully. 

McKean, the big short fielder, was made 
the epecial butt of a crowd in the right 
bleachers, and every time he caught a ball 
or went to the bat he was greeted with a 
volley of sarcastic cheers and groans... 

at hard-working player Wallace was 
also made the subject of much ridicule. 


Despite the lovely encouragement doled 
out to the home players they went on with 
their work and seemed to pay as little 
attention to the abuse showered on them 


ritory. 

As a matter of fact McKean and Wallace 
were as little responsible for the loss of 
the game as any one else. 

In the third inning the Bostons got in 
one of those rallies that were every-day 
occurrences in the days of the Champion 
Browns, the Chicago White Stockings, and 
the big four Detroit team. 

They went at Young Mister Jones, stood 
him on his head and before he had re- 
covered his equilibrium they had put hand- 
cuffs and a great big padlock on the game. 

It was one of those unfortunate oc- 
currences that come to all teams occasion- 
ally when the pitcher loses all command 
of the ball and is batted out of the box. 

The very same thing may happen to the 
Bostons on Tuesday afternoon as happened 
tomahe St. Louis on Monday. 

All impressions of the two teams~gleaned 
from their work of Monday must of neces- 
sity converge to these points: 

The Boston players are playing better 
together than they were at this time last 
year. Their infield {is much steadier than 
it was then, and as much can be said for 
their outfield, while there does not appear 
to be a weak base runner on the whole 
team, At the bat, too, the Boston team 
seem to have improved over their work of 
last year. To be brief, the St. Louis Club 
may beat the Bostons to-day and to-mor- 
row, but in the essential points that go to 
make a team strong, |. e., base running, 
fielding and batting, the visiting team is 
head and shoulders over the other. 

It may rank treason to say all this, 
but there is nothing like stating the truth, 
for murder will out, and the weaknesses 
that shone out like knots on a pine log on 
Monday will grow, unless those at the 
head are shown them and made to take 
steps to strengthen the home team in those 
departments where it is weak now. 

If the St. Louis team is to beat the Bos- 
tons in the race for this year’s pennant 
they cannot hope to do it by outbatting, 
outfielding or outrunning them. 

Their sole hope is in their batteries: that 
is, they may at Boston not by making 
many runs and hits, but by preventing 
Boston from making ‘them. oly 

Big Cy Young may bow! the visitors over 
to-day and send them away with a run or 
two, but unless he does that St. Louis’ 
chances are below par, for they appear to 
lack fhe ability to bat the Boston pitchers, 
or ‘to steal bases enough to make up any 
t great number of runs. 


Now, all of this is not intended as a 
*“knock.””” Nor does the writer attempt 
to belittle the great organization which 
represents St. Louis, or to abuse the faith- 
ful players who up to this time have done 
so well. It is simply the giving of the im- 
pressiong of one who has played the game 
since its infancy, followed it through all 
its ups and downs and seen championship 
teams ever since there was anything of the 
kind. Perhaps his eyes are dimmed and he 
cannot see as well as in years gone, and 
perhaps he is prejudiced in favor of the vet- 
eran players who have fallen by the wayside 
and who first made the game great. But 
above and beyond all, he is honest and sin- 
cere'in the belief that if the St. Louis team 
of to-day is to beat the Bostons and the 
Brooklyns of this year they must improve 
at least 2 per cent in their hitting, their 
running and their fielding. Of course, this 
improvement cannot be brought about in a 
day, or a week. ora month. It takes time 
to build up a championship organization in 
the National League, and then, too. Rome 
was not built in a day, and while this 
team of ours may not win the flag this 
vear, it will make even the Bostons and 
Brooklyns play ball;-and while it is doing 
tha't its loyal and faithful players who are 
playing their best and always putting forth 
their earnest endeavor should be given all 
the encouragement the home people have 
in stock, and ‘the jeers and groans which 
were put in circulation Monday should be 
squelched or the owners of them made to 
take their wares to: some other shop. 

This (Tuesday) afternoon. Boston and St. 
Louis meet again and the nlucky home 
team is then Hable to turn the.tables on 
the nine that used them 'so badly on Mon- 
day. for if there is one thing the St. Louis 
club has plenty of it is nerve, pluck and 
that do-or-die epirit which, despite all odds. 
the superior skill of its opponents and 
everythigz else, so often carries the day. 

So here’s hoping that in this second battle 
St. Louis may put out the li<ht of Boston 
and give to the “‘roaaters’’.of Monday the 
rebuke they richly deserve.

M’DUFFEE AND TAYLOR TO MEET 
NEXT SATURDAY. 


SCORCHING RACE IS PROMISED. 


They Will Race for a Guaranteed Purse 
of $1000 and Will Be Paced 
by Electric Motors. 


Next Saturday, at the Woods‘de track, in 
Philadelphia, there will be a battle royal 
between bicyclists. 

At that time and place Eddie McDuffee, 
America’s real champion at middle distance 
racing, and ‘“‘Major’’ Taylor, the remark- 
ably fast colored rider, will meet in what 
should prove one of the greatest races in 
the history of cycling. 


The arrangements for the meeting of 
these two record-breaking racing men are 
completed, and they will struggle on the 
board course where last fall Taylor accom- 
plished the wonderful feat of breaking sev- 
eral world’s records in a week's rid.ng, one 
of which was the reduction of the mile 
record to a minute and a half. 

Taylor and McDuffee will race 15 miles, 
paced by motor machines, which have been 
proved to be faster than anything in the 
line of human pace. hat the race will be 
a royal one goes without saying, from the 
fact that the men are the bitterest rivals 
and that a victory means much to either. 

They will race for a guaranteed purse 
of $1000 and a side bet of $500, making in 
all $2000. This being the first motor paced 
race held in this country, it is calculated 
to attract considerable attention. 

Motor pacing is a new feature, and is 
made necessary by the fact that human 
pacing the past year was not fast enough 
for the estar middle distance riders. Races 
of the past were practically struggles be- 
tween the paceanee leaving the result 
of who the best man was to be determined. 

In adopting motor pacing for the star 

acers, such as McDuffee and Taylor, it 

s calculated to test thelr limit of speed 
and the race will prove which is the bet- 
ter. It is expected all records from two to 
18 miles will be lowered at this race. In 
all probability, no greater race will be 
seen on the bicycle path this season. 

Last season ‘Major Taylor lowered the 
world’s one and two-mile records and still 
holds the same. Eddie McDuffee went 
through the entire season with not a sin- 

le defeat, having won 12 straight races, a 
eat never before equaled by any middle 
distance rider.

OXFORD AND CAMBRIDGE. 


They Challenge Yale and Harvard to 
a Contest at General Ahtletics. 
LONDON, May 23.—The American line 
steamer Paris, which sails for New York 


to-day from Southhampton takes a chal- 
lenge from Oxford and Cambridge Univer- 
sities to the Universities of Yale and Har- 
vard for an atheletic contest to take place 
on the grounds of the Queen's Club, Lon- 
don, during the last week in July. The 
programme consists the following 
events: 

One hundred-yard dash. One hundred and 
twenty-yard hurdle race. Quarter mile run. 
Half mile run. Three mile run. Hammer- 
throwing. High nay = Long jump. 

This is the regular Oxford and Cambridge 
programme, with a half-mile run subst!- 
tuted for putting the weight, to the new 
rules of which event the English university 
men are not yet accustomed. The chal- 
lenge rigidly insists that every American 
opponent must, like themselves, be abso- 
lutely a student and absolutely an ama- 
teur athlete. 

From communications already exchanged 
detween the representatives of Oxford and 
Cambridge and parties in America, there 
fs little doubt that the challenge will be 
accepted. The meeting will be a great at- 
traction at the close of the London season, 
more especially if the presence of the 
Prince of Wales, United States Ambassa- 
dor Choate and Lord Roseberry is securcd, 
as is already stated to be the case. 

The University men here who have the 
matter chiefly at heart, including mem- 
bers of both teams. are anxious for the 
match. They feel that the proposal sent 
to the United States is a very sportsman- 
like offer and they are confident it will be 
welcome. 

The Englishmen point out that so far as 
the Americans are concerned, they know 
their own strength and the strength of 
their rivals, as revealed by thé xford 
and Cambridge sports in March, but -ithat 
they, the challenger, are ignorant of what 
their opponents may have succeeded in ac- 
complishing tn inter-collegiate sports. This, 
they say, bodes nothing but good, and a 
most genuine match, with the moet genu- 
ine desire that the best aide may win.

NOW A CRIME IS SUSPECTED. 


THE GIRL’S BODY TO BE EX- 
HUMED FOR AUTOPSY. 


Grave at Richview, Ill, Will Be 
Opened by St. Louis Author- 
ities—Her Lover Has 
Disappeared. 


Blossom Newcomb, a chit of a girl just 


turned 17, who came to St. Louis see 
what city life was like, about a te 
died May 14, at 2707 Clark avenue, and her 
remains were interred on the day following 
at Richview, Ill., the quiet little village 
which she had left in innocence not long 
Hhefore. A regular burial permit was issued 
on the statement of physicians that death 
resulted from natural causes. Otto Senn, 
the girl's 19-year-old lover, accompanied the 


body on thea railway journey and to the 
grave. He returned to St. Louis and re- 
sumed his regular vocation. There was no 
more publicity about the ending of Blos- 
gom’s life than a death notice in the daily 
papers. 

But that has all been changed. A crime 
Regs pee in the death of Blossom. Bt. 

uis authorities will depart Tuesday 
night to exhume the body of Blossom and 
determine by medical examination whether 
she died naturally or from maltreatment 
The young lover, Senn, is absent from his 
home. Blossom’s sister, Mrs. Della John- 
son of 2707 Clark avenue, in whose house 
the girl died, refuses to see reporters or de-. 
tectives. In the Circuit Attorney’s office 
the belief is firm that an indictment for 
manslaughter will result from the investi- 
gation, which is just begun. 

Mr. Theodore Eggers, ircuit Attorney, 
with a physician from the Coroner's office, 
will go to Richview to make the examina- 
tion. Mr, Bggers and Coroner Lloyd, when 
they began the investigation, endeavored 
to keep the affair from becoming public, 
fearing the guilty persons—if there be ary 
such—might evade answering for the crime 
by leaving the city. Since the fact of the 
investigation has become known, they are 
going to push it through to a conclusion 
at once. 

The entire affair is an unsavory story, 
involving illicit love, questionable medical 
practice and indignation of a respectable 
community—which last resulted in an anon- 
ymous letter that exposed the story. A 
midwife is concerned and two reputable 
os barter Dr. Otto Sutter, formerly 

uperintendent of the City Hospital, was 
oo a at the girl's bedside when she 

ed. 

The anonymous letter 
Coroner Lloyd several 
official took up the investigation. Accord- 
ing to Mrs, Sehiaon's statement to Dr. 
Lloyd her sister, Blossom Newcomb, lived 
with Otto Senn as his wife for five months 
at #00 Pugenia street. Otto was a clerk 
in the grocery atore of J. A. Temme, 2200 
Randolph street. His widowed mother 
lives at 1408 Papin street. 

Mra. Johnson said Blossom came to live 
with her at 2707 Clark avenue May 1, and 
that Senn went home to his mother. There 
Was no quarrel between the young folks. 
Senn called on Blossom frequently. Mr. 
Johnson said Blosson became ill and that 
ehe (Mrs. Johnson) called in Mrs. Margaret 
C, Storts, a midwife, who is the mother of 
the police court lawyers, Jeff and Brock 
Storts. Mrs, Johnson said Mra. Storts per- 
formed two operations on the girl that day 
and remained’in the house two days. 

12 she called in Dr. A. O. Young of: 
Clark avenue. 

Dr. Young said Tueeday: ‘TIT found a re- 
quest written oh my office slate to call at 
2707 Clark avenue. I went there and was 
shown the patient. Patient was hysterical. 
] inferred from hearsay evidence that an 
operation had been performed by a mid- 
wife. The patient was so extremely agi- 
tated that I found {ft necessary to admin- 
ister an anesthetic and called in Dr. E. V. 
Rowe of 233 South Jefferson avenue. Dr. 
Rowe placed,the patient under the influence 
of chloroform and T made an examination. 
I found only slight infiammation. There 
was nothing to show that an operation had 
been performed. I could not state posi- 
tively. However, there was nothing the 
matter with the girl, except extreme nerv- 
ousness.

“T returned to the house two days later, 
on the morning of Sunday, May 14.

There seemed 
to be absolutely nothing alling her, al- 
though, of course, it is possible that a 
condition existed which I did not discover. 
Her pulse was normal and her temperature 
normal. She was in good spirits when I 
left her. 

“About 3 o'clock that afternoon, Mrs. 
Johnson sent an urgent message -to my of- 
fice for me. T was not in. Another mes- 
sage was received later. I reached my of- 
fice about 7 o’clock, accompanied by Dr. 
Otto Sutter. Fearing the patient had taken 
a serious turn I asked Dr. Sutter to gee- 
cure his transfusion apparatus and accom- 
pany me. This he did. We found the 
patient in a state of collapse. Her pulse 
could not be felt. She was uncanscious. 
Dr. Sutter transfused her—injected a saline 
solution into the arm. She died shortly 
after we arrived at the bedside. I attrib- 
uted death to the inflammation I spoke of. 
Dr. Sutter coincided with me.”

BARREL 
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REED CAN'T BE PROSECUTED FOR 
"* OLD CRIMES. * 


FOUR INDICTMENTS QUASHED. 
Man Who Shot John Lahiv Will Not 
Be Punished for His 
Former Offense. 


Four indictments gainst Mickey Reed 
were quashed Tuesday by Judge Talty on 
motion of C. Orrick Bishop, coungel for 
Reed. 

The indictments against Reed were for 
crimes committed more than three years 
ago and were presented and returned be- 
cause he shot John Lahiv, a tailor, while 
attempting to rob him less an a week 
after being reieased from the penitentiary, 


where he was serving @ term for high- 
way robbery. 

The indictments for the old and almost 
forgotten crimes opened an interesting dis- 
cussion. The statutes of Missouri state chat 
all persons guilty of felonies with the ex- 
ception of such crimes as are punishable 
by death or life imprisonment must be 
tried within three years. Those, however, 
who have so Offended as to render them- 
selves liablé to legal execution or imprison- 
ment for Hfe may be tried at any time. 
The contention of Mr. Eggers was that no 
maximum sentence having been fixed for 
the crime of robbery, the defendant might 
either be hanged or sent to the peniten- 
tiary for life. Under thie premise, an in- 
dictment for robbery could be returned at 
any time. It was the first time such a 
view of the law had been taken and the 
result was awaited with much interest by 
the members of the bar. 

Mr. Bishop’s motion to quash was based 
upon the argument that the crimes, having 
been committed over three years ago, they 
were outlawed by the statute of limitation, 
Also, that no good reason was presented 
for the indictments not having been re- 
turned within the stated time. 

~ Sustaining the motion Judge T&lty 
said: 


“These indictments were found after the 
expiration of three years on the theory 
that inasmuch as there is no maximum 
punishment prescribed for the crime of rob- 
bery in the first degree, the time in which 
an indictment may be found is not lim- 
ited. If this were the correct construction 
of the statutes it would apply even to such 
inferior offenses as attempted burglary in 
the second degree, for there is no limit to 
the punishment a jury may assess for it. 

“We are clearly of the opinion that the 
Legislature never intended that a charge 
of this kind could be kept hanging over the 
head of a man for an unlimited number of 
years, until the memory of man fails and 
the witnesses die or are scattered to the 
four quarters of the earth. And this ha 
always been the understanding of and the 
construction placed upon the statutes by 
the bench and bar of'this State. The in- 
dictments not having been found within 
three years after the alleged commission 
of the offenses and no reason being given 
for the delay, the motion to quash will be 
sustained.’’ 

The State appealed.

Senator Jones writes that 
he will probably be absent for several monthe 
and as Mr. Walsh bas been in Alaska about a 
year already, and is now publishing a news- 
paper there, it 1s uncertain when he will return 
to lowa.

Drug Stores Will Receive Greater Com- 
pensation for Helping to Handle 
Uncle Sam’s Mail. 


The Postmaster-General has ordered a 
substantial increase in salary for the clerks 
in charge of various St. Louis postal sta- 
tions. 


The branches in question are principally 


connected with drug stores, stamps, postal 
cards and money orders being ‘handled by 
them the same as at a regular postoffice 
station. 

The increase just authorized is based 
upon the increase postal receipts at those 
places. 

The annual compensation for the Cave 
station at Jefferson avenue and Olive street 
is raised from $500 to $600; Chouteau, Fif- 
teenth and Chouteau avenue, $200 to ; 
Cote Brillainte, St. Louis and Newstead 
avenues, $100 to $200; Cupples, Seventh and 
Spruce streets, $00 to $600; Gravois, Grand 
avenue and Gravois road, $100 to $200; 
Mound, Broadway and Chambers 
$200 to $400; Vandeventer, Manchester 
Chouteau avenues, $300 to $500; Wabash, La- 
clede and Vandeventer avenues, to 
$100; and Water, Twentieth and Grand ave- 
nue, $200 to $300 

Postmaster Baumhoff is highly gratified 
with the additional remuneration allowed 
the outside offices. 

“We ‘have found,” said he, 
drug store stations relleve the branch 
offices proper of a great deal of work. 
Selling stamps takes up considerable of the 
druggists’ time, and then they set apart @ 
special room for our carriers to assort the 
mails for their respective routes in the dis- 
trict, while on Sunday the letters are de- 
livered direct from the branch.

MOTHER-IN-LAW. 
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HE CWNED THE WHEAT FIELD. 


Mrs. Lamb Owned the Chickens and 
Recklein Got a Judgment at 
Last for $1.30. 


Judgment for $1.30 was rendered Monday 
by Squire Oehler of East St. Louis against 
Mrs. Philomena Lamb, in favor of Fred- 
erick Rechlein. 

Mrs. Lamb is Recklein’s mother-in-law. 
They live on adjoining farms near Casey- 
ville, Ill, and’ they disapprove of each 
other. It isn’t an ordinary wife’s-mother- 
and-daughter’s-husband feud. It has its 
origin in the fact that Mrs. Lamb raises 
chickens and Mr. Reckbein raises 
wheat and the chickens raise disturbances. 

The first controversy between Recklein 
and Mrs. Lamb that came to public notice 
was several] weeks ago. Recklein said and 
did things that caused Mrs. Lamb to have 
him arrested, and a justice of the peace 
fined him $3 for disturbing the peace. 

It was all about the Lamb chickens. 
Recklein claimed that they lived on his 
grain and that they must quit it. Mrs. 
Lamb said Recklein was jealous because 
her game rooster could whip any bird 
Recklein ever owned Recklein said the 
rooster wad a “‘dominecker’’ and had no 
game in him. Then he said those other 
things that disturbed Mrs. Lamb's peace. 

After being fined Recklein sued Mre. 
Lamb for $200, claiming that the rooster 


of disputed lineage and the other Lamb 
chickens had eaten that much of his 


grain. 

At the trial he told the story of his life 
from his first meeting with Mrs. Lamb’s 
daughter down to the day he was con- 
vinced that the voracity of Mrs. Lamb’s 
chickens would impoverish him. 

Mrs. Lamb was equally frank. She said 
her rooster was a game of high degree 
and could whip any bird on the Recklein 
place, but she denied that the rooster or 
any of her hens ate what they were not 
entitled to. 

From dchickens to fortune tellers is a far 
cry, but Mrs. Lamb made it without a 
waver. She said she had been told by a 
fortune teHer long before her daughter 
married, that all of her troubles would 
come from her son-in-law, and sure enough 
they had. Other people might scoff at 
fortune tellers—she had done so herself 
once—but, as for herself, the revelations 
of that wise woman had made her see 
things in a clearer light. 

There were witnesses on both sides who 
testified variously. The jury considered the 
matter ten minutes and then decided that 
Recklein was entitled to $1.4.

PREACHES AGAINST TRUSTS. 


Rev. Dr. Van Oleve Read a Paper on 
Their Evil Influence. 

The principal speaker at the Methodist 
Episcopal ministers’ meeting Monday was 
the Rev. J. W. Van Cleve, Ph.D., pastor 
of Summit Avenue M. E. Church, East St. 
Louls. His subject was, ‘“The Influence of 


Corporations on Morals and Religion.’’ 

Dr. Van Cleve severely arraigned the 
trusts and declared that the life of the Re-

“The danger of such aggregations of cap- 
ital,”’ said Dr. Van Cleve, ‘“‘is in the fact 
that it is not easy under such circum- 
stances for a man to preserve his moral 
balance. There is an almost resistless 
tendency to selfish and tyrannical use of 
aoe. The man whose word is law to 

undreds or thousands is apt to forget that 
there ie any One whom he must obey. He 
develops an impatience of restraint and 
criticism, and looks upon those who oppose 
his will as fanatics or anarchists. He for- 
gets that he owes anything to those who 
labor under him, and thinks only of their 
unquestioning obedience to himself. Such 
great power in the hands of a few threat- 
ens the liberty of the State and the people.”’

Dr. Cunningham, a retired minister, who 
had come on an invitation from Harry 
Phipps, Rev. ‘Nelson’s stanchest friend. 
Dr. ‘Lee’s nomination prevailed, after a 
long argument, and the service proceeded 
smoothly untfl the head of weekly an- 
nouncements iwas reached. Then Mr. 
Phipps arose and announced that a benefit 
for former Pastor ‘Nelson would be given 
in the church Wednesday evening. A buzz 
of excitement. arose from the congregation 
and Dr. Lee was on his feet instantly. :
